N E W YOBK, NOV. 22.—Large and re- 
spectful crowds gathered in the vicinity 
of the residence of the late ex-President 
Arthur this morning. President Cleve- 
land and Postmaster General 
VilaS: 
Judge MuUer and the senate committee 
arrived and entered the house. 
There 
was no service at the house. 
The few 
friends present looked upon the face of 
the dead early in the morning and the 
casket was closed for the last time. 
At 
8:30 the casket, covered with palmetto 
leaves, sprays of violets and a wreath of 
white roses, was borne from the room 
and placed in the hearse. 
There was 
no military music or procession, but the 
family and mourners took carriages and 
passed to the church. 


Among the persons in the oarrriages, 
besides 
those already named were: 
Secretaries Bayard, Whitney and La- 
mar, ex-Postmaster General Gresham, 
ex-Secretaries Lincoln and Chandler, ex- 
Assistant Postmaster General Hatton 
ex- Attorney General Brewster, Lieuten- 
ant General Sheridan, Dr. Cornelius B. 
Agnew, Cornelius N. Bliss, Robert G. 
Dune, General George H. Sharpe" Chas. 
L. Tiflfany, Cornelius Vanderbilt, Chief 
Justice Waite, and Justices Harlan and 
Barthford, Senators Edmunds, Sher- 
man, Logan, Evarts, Hawley, Morrill, 
Vest and Gorman, General Stone and 
Governor Hill. 
The exterior of the 
church was elaborately decorated. Crape 
covered the national flag, hung in artistic 
folds over the the door, caught up by 
rosettes and a small brass eagle. The 
decorations of the interior were very 
simple and taseful. 


The arrangemenis for seating those 
present were as follows: The first three 
seats on each side of the center aisles, 
members of the family and pall-bearers. 
Behind the pall-bearers, on the left were 
the president and the members of his 
cabinent, ex-President Hayes, judges of 
the supreme court, senatorial committee, 
house of representatives committee, gov- 
ernor and staff, mayor and aldermen of 
New York, mayor and aldermen of Bos- 
ton, ancient and honorable artillery of 
Boston, and the republican central com- 
mittee. On the right side of the center 
aisle were friends of the family and the 
diplomatic corps. On the right side of 
the left aisle were seated the army and 
navy representatives, rectors, wardens 
and vestry and representative men. On 
the left side of the right aisle were rep- 
resentatives of the Union League club. 
Chamber of Commerce Stock exchange. 
Loyal Legion, Cotton exchange. Pro- 
duce exchang:e and the Moulime associa- 
tion. The last row of pews on the north 
and south side of the church were filled 
with friends and those who received in- 
vitations, but did not come with repre- 
sentatives of any association. 


Rev. Dr. Parker Morgan, pastor of 
the church; Rev. F. W. Babcock, assis- 
tant minister; Rev. Dr. Rainsford, rec- 
tor of St. George's church; Rev. Dr. 
Leonard, rector St. John's 
church, 
Washington, D. C.; Rev. McKay Smith, 
of St. Thomas' church; Rev. Dr. 
Humphreys, of the Cathedral Incarnate 
of Garden City, were present and took 
part in the Episcopal burial service. 


When the funeral services ended the 
troops 
wheeled 
by companies into

Death of Hon. Charles Francis Adams 
Adams at His Boston Home. 


BOSTON, Mass., Nov. 22.—Charles 
Francis Adams, sr.. formerly nsinister to 
England, died, yesterday morning, at 
his residence in Boston, at the age of 79. 
His mental powers began to decline ten 
years ago, ond for the past two years* he 
had been unable to identify the mem- 
bers of his family. His funeral will be 
held to-morrow afternoon, and his re- 
mains will be placed in the family lot at 
Quincy. 


Charles 
Francis Adams, LL. D., 
grandson of John Adams, second presi- 
dent, and son of John Quincy Adams, 
sixth president of the United States, was 
born at Boston, August .18,1807. 


He was the ; father of John Quincy 
Adams, democratic nominee for gover- 
nor of Massachusetts in 1867 and 1871, 
but defeated each time, and of Charles 
Francis Adams, jr., at present president 
of the Union Pacific railroad.

Tobacco was dam 
aged some by frost, yet will produce i 
fair grade of leaf. 
Buckwheat has not 
made an average crop, being injured by 
the drouth and later by the frost. The 
yield is light and quality medium.

man about town yesterday. 


"No. How did he do it?" 
"Of course you know that Mr. Gould 
was particularly interested in Mr. Blaine 
and was anxious to see him in the presi- 
dential chair. 
Colonel Dudley, while 
not really the chairman of the republi- 
can state committee, was still the man- 
ager of that campaign. 
About a week 
previous to the November election Mr. 
Gould telegraphed Colofiel Dudley, ask- 
ing him the prospects. Colonel Dudley 
informed him that the state would go 
republican, and I'll tell you that was the 
general impression. Mr. Gould appeared 
doubtful and wanted to make sure of the 
victory. He telegraphed Colonel Dud- 
ley asking him if he could not put to 
good use about $50,000. Dudley thought 
the state safe for the republicans, but 
Mr. Gould sent on the money, and it was 
accepted." 


"Weir I suppose the money was put 
to good purpose?" 


"Not a bit of it. 
That $50,000 was 
used in paying up the debts contracted 
by the state central committee.

It will be recalled that the state went 
democratic. 


Senator Smith is very much in earnest 
in his efforts to secure the lieutenant 
governorship. 
He has been in Indian- 
apolis during the past few days consult- 
ing attorneys and getting his case in 
good shape. 
He is a man of great cour- 
age and ability. 
As he bas also almost 
the entire democracy of the country 
with him in his fight, the law and pre- 
cedent also, he will never cease until the 
question is fully decided by the courts. 
A meeting of leading democratic lawyers 
was held to decide upon the proper 
course to pursue. 
Several avenues of 
reaching the supreme court with the 
matter are open, but the idea is to choose 
that plan that will insure reaching that 
court the earliest. 
Senator Smith him-

elected lieutenant governor to enter pro- 
ceedings and would make him re- 
sort to legal proceedings. 
A better 
scheme was suggested, however, and 
may probably be adopted. 
That is to 
enjoin the issuing of certificates to Col. 
Robertson. 
Democrats argue that if 
democratic senators display one-half the 
courage shown when the metropolitan 
police bill for this city was passed, there 
will be no question but that democrats 
will hold their majority on joint ballot. 
That law was certainly passed, under the 
most trying circumstances.

THE ARTS AND CUSTOMS OF THE 
SISTER 
REPUBLIC. 


How Gen. Grant Sag:gested an Idea That 
Has Ju8t Now Taken 8hape->The Origin 
of the Aztecs as Shown ^ 
Their Arts 
and Customs. 


When the late Gen. Grant visited Mexico 
for the purpose of studying the posabilities 
of a railway across that country he secured 
as a guide the assistance of a young Ver-

monter named Nichols, who had traveled 
through -every part of its vast territory, 
Nichols is now 27. He began life with a cir- 
cus, peddling alleged lerfionade and partially 
roasted peanuts to the patrons of that amuse- 
ment. 
The business carried him south into 
Mexico, where he assisted at the bull fights 
and other sports of the people. 
Gen. Grant 
took a fancy to him, and suggested that he 
might obtain a very interesting exhibit for 
the entertainment of residents of the states 
by collecting the archaeological treasures 
which were plentiful in that country. Taking 
the general's suggestion, he immediately set 
about doing this, in conjunction with the 
Orrin Brothers, circus proprietors of Mexico. 
After securing enough treasures to stock a 
museum they learned of the success of the 
Japanese village which was traveling through 
the country exhibiting the occupations of the 
villagers. 
This suggested the idea of doing 
the same for Mexico, and the result is a trav- 
eling Mexican village, which illustrates the 
arts and industries of that country, and will 
be exceedingly valuable in an educational 
way, as it introduces us to oiu* Mexican 
neighbors without the inconvenience or ex- 
pense of visiting them. 


One thing that veill strike the visitor to 
this village, who has also seen the Japanese 
affair 
is 
the re- 
markable similar- 
ity between many 
of the methods of 
the two peoples,and 
which should prove 
conclusively 
t h e 
Japanese or

origin of 
Aztecs and Ameri- 
can Indians. There

The average 
Mexican is a mixture of about 25 per cent. 
Spanish blood with about 75 per cent. Aztec. 
When the Spaniards conquered the country 
they gave them their language, and, strange 
to say, they have retained the language even 
purer than the Spaniards. 
They also intro- 
duced their customs, many of which are ob- 
served as they were received, while others 
have been interwoven with those of the 
native Indians, producing an 
interesting 
combination. 


AN AZTEC 
KITCHEN. 


This is observable in the kitchen, where 
the Mexican maiden grinds the moist maize 
on a stone table, with a stone utensil like a 
rolling pin, while sitting on a Spanish stooL 
When the maize is ground to a pasty mass it 
is patted with the hand into round thin cakes 
called "Tortilleras," and cooked over a char- 
coal fire. Then chocolate is made with old 
time Spanish utensils and served in Aztec 
cups, and so there is a strange intermingling 
of the two races. 
So it is with the Mexican 
weaver and the silver filagree worker, it is 
diflScult to trace from which of their prede- 
cessors they received their knowledge of the 
art. 


The artistic work of the Mexicans in 
feathers and straw is imiloubtedly inherited 
from the Japanese. With these two mediums 
they execute some of the most brilliant efi'ectB 
both in color and design. 


Their designs in wax are marvels in them- 
selves. A Mexican artisan in this line will 
mold the wax into types of people, and into 
animals and fruit, which are perfect imita- 
tions in their way. 
A plate of fried egga 
produced iu this way would deceive the 
cleverest epicure in its appearance. 
Onyx 
cutters and workers in horn prove by their 
work that we have on this continent just aa 
deft fingers, artistic eyes and patient work- 
men as wiU be found in the old. 


M E X I C A N 
MUSICIANS. 


The native music of Mexico is beautiful in 
its harmony {ind movement. 
The favorite 
instruments are the bandolín and an instru- 
ment called the "salterio." The dance of the 
ICexicans is a mixture of the Indian step and 
the European jig. 


On the whole, this and similar exhibitions. 
if honestly produced, will, in an educational
